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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 


To  Campton  School  Board: 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  school  nurse  from 
September  1938  to  July  1939. 

The  children  were  examined  by  Dr.  Harry  Cheney, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  with  the  following 
defects  recorded. 

Children  examined  197 

De^ntal  defects  85 

Tonsils,  enlarged  or  diseased  14 

Enlarged  glands  2 

Vision  defects  9 

Anaemia  1 

Orthopedic  1 

Defective  speech  1 

These  cases  were  followed  up  by  the  school  nurse 
and  the  following  corrections  obtained: 

Dental  50 

Tonsil  operations  12 

Vision  11 

The  children  were  weighed  four  times  during  the 
year  and  special  attention  given  the  underweight  and 
poorly  nourished.  The  State  gave  some  cod  liver  oil 
and  some  of  the  children  attended  the  chest  clinics  at 
Plymouth  given  by  the  New  Hampshire  Tuberculosis 
Association.  34  children  were  treated  at  the  dental 
clinics  at  Plymouth  at  which  special  rates  were  given. 
Four  pairs  of  glasses  were  obtained  through  the  State 
Conservation  of  Sight. 

Eight  children  had  their  tonsils  removed  at  the 
tonsil  clinics  at  the  Memorial  Hospital.  The  Campton 
Red  Cross  and  the  State  Mothers'  Aid  helped  on  5  of 
these. 

95  school  calls,  165  home  calls  and  41  business 
calls  were  made  by  the  nurse  in  connection  with  the 
work. 


Health  is  daily  being  stressed  in  the  schools  by 
the  teachers  and  nurse  with  the  objective  of  helping 
the  children  to  form  good  health  habits. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  1939  the  chil- 
dren were  again  examined  by  Dr.  Cheney  with  these 
findings  recorded:

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Campton  School  District: 

I  hereby  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Super- 
intendent of  Schools.  The  statistical  tables  for  the 
year  1938-1939  follow  this  report. 

Since  my  last  report  3  changes  have  occurred  in 
the  teaching  staff  of  the  district.  Pauline  Spitzner, 
Eleanor  Rock  and  Doris  Stimson  are  all  teaching  in 
other  districts  in  the  state. 

Theodore  Marsden  was  appointed  teacher  at  the 
village  grammar  school,  Grace  M.  Pratt  at  the  West 
Road  school  and  Clara  S.  Ouellet  at  West  Campton. 
The  two  latter  schools  have  been  wired  for  electricity 
and  thereby  greatly  improved. 

The  West  Road  school  has  an  enrollment  of  approxi- 
mately 12  pupils  of  whom  4  are  from  Ellsworth.  The 
West  Campton  school  carries  an  enrollment  of  about 
23  pupils,  a  few  being  transported  from  the  vicinity 
of  the  station,  to  relieve  the  congestion  at  the  Village. 
With  a  combined  total  of  35  pupils  it  would  seem 
reasonable  to  anticipate  full  state  aid  for  the  present 
on  those  two  schools.  The  Holderness  school  district 
withdrew  its  pupils  from  the  Livermore  Falls  school 
reducing  the  membership  of  that  school  to  13  pupils. 
Transportation  of  those  children  to  Beebe  River  would 
follow  more  closely  state  aid  approval  for  the  schools 
on  this  side  of  the  river.  The  district  voted  not  to 
construct  a  two-room  building  at  West  Campton. 
During  the  summer  the  West  Campton  school  was 
shingled  and  put  in  good  condition.  The  changes  in 
the  highway  shortened  the  front  yard  and  a  fence 
should  be  installed  around  the  school  grounds.  The 
area  of  playground  is  not  very  large. 

The  schools  of  the  district  are  motivating  well  in 
my  opinion.  The  teaching  staff  is  efficient  and  seems 
to  be  giving  satisfaction  in  general  throughout  the 
district.  A  percentage  of  attendance  of  over  95%  is 
highly  commendable  showing  a  keen  interest  on  the 
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part  of  children  and  parents  alike.  Regular  atten- 
dance to  duty  is  an  important  asset  in  successful  life. 
The  Beebe  River  grammar  room  had  the  highest  per- 
centage of  attendance. 

All  the  teachers  have  been  provided  with  the  re- 
vised recommendations  and  instructions  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health  relative  to  contagious  diseases  in 
schools.  They  are  following  the  above  with  the  school 
board  and  health  officer.  Parents  appear  to  be  very 
cooperative  in  keeping  children  of  contagious  diseases 
at  home  and  are  sending  them  to  school  when  con- 
tagion has  ceased. 

The  district's  indebtedness  is  now  $  500.00  and 
will  be  liquidated  this  coming  year.  The  amount 
asked  by  the  Board  for  the  coming  year  is  $  531.50 
more  than  last  year.  The  amount  of  state  aid  for 
next  year  is  not  available  at  this  writing  and  is  con- 
servatively estimated  at  $1,872.00,  but  it  is  not  un- 
likely that  it  will  be  a  little  more.  The  Board  is  fi- 
nancing the  unanticipated  transportation  to  West 
Campton  out  of  current  funds  and  this  taken  together 
with  reductions  of  Elementary  school  tuitions  absorbs 
for  the  most  part  the  usual  balance  expected  at  the 
end  of  the  year. 

Recent  legislation  requires  districts  to  furnish 
some  education  to  children  physically  unable  to  func- 
tion as  normal,  healthy  children.  In  some  instances 
this  takes  the  form  of  transportation  and  others  to  at 
least  two  hours  a  week  education  in  the  home.  Our 
instructions  are  to  carry  the  expenditures  of  educating 
physicallv  handicapped  children  under  the  account  of 
"Other  Expenses  of  Instruction"  and  this  has  been 
taken  care  of  in  the  Budget.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
writer  that  as  legislation  requires  this  additional  in- 
struction, the  same  legislation  should  furnish  increased 
state  aid  to  finance  it.
